EXPLAINS DROUGHT. 

Washington, October 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.)}—The weather ele- 
ments just aren’t acting right. That 
is the only explanation the United 
States weather bureau can make for 
the protracted drought which grips a 
great portion of the country. Meteor- 
ologically speaking, the winds and 
the barometric pressures are acting 
contrary to nature.

Arrangements have been completed 
for holding a big mass meeting in 
Cartersville Friday night when Mrs. 
W. H. Felton will be presenied with 
her commission as United States sen- 
ator to succeed the late Senator Wat- 
son. Governor Hardwick, who appoint- 
ed Mrs. Felton, will go to Carters- 
ville to deliver the principal address. 
Mrs. Felton was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Hardwick toserve as  tempo- 
rary seantor pending the resuit of the 
state election. She hus the distinc- 
tion of being the first woman ever 
named to serve as a United States 
senator. 

Herbert Clay, president of the state 
senate, withdrew from the race for 
the United States senate Thursday. 
In withdrawing Mr. Clay thanked his 
friends‘ throughout the state for their 
support and thanked particularly his 
friends in the Blue Ridge circuit for 
their proffers of support. He said 
there was no use “butting a stone 
wall,” adding that the entrance of so 
many candidates would mean a split 
vote and the election of Governor 
Hardwick. 

Governor Hardwick issued a state- 
ment Thursday in which he declared 
he had no alignment or alliance with 
former Senator Hoke Smith and that 
he is making the race for the senate 
free of any political combinations. 

“IT have entered the race for the 
senate without any political alliances 
and without any political manipula- 
tion,” he said “As far as I am con-;| 
cerned it is not a matter of factional 
politics but is simply a matter for the 
people of the state to decide.” 

Wright Prepares Platform. 

Rome, Ga., October 5.—(Special.) 
Seaborn Wright said today that he is 
preparing a formal announcement for 
the senate race in which he would 
pot dodge any national issue and that 
during his campaign he would per- 
mit none of the other candidates to 
dodge any issue. He indicated in an 
interview here that the nationwide at- 
tack on the prohibition laws, to the 
adoption of which he gave the better 
part of his life, had prompted him to 
emerge from his retirement and get 
back into the battle in defense of 
those laws. 

Mr. Wright today received pledges 
of support from counties in northwest 
Georgia, that he felt assured, would 
erable him to sweep this section solid- 
ly. The indorsement of his candi- 
docs by leaders of the W. C. T. U., 
and hy strong men and women in all 
other sections of the state encourage 
him in the belief that he will be 
elected. : 

He is not claiming two-thirds of 
the counties in the state in the first 
primary, but he feels that he will be 
the leader in the first primary and 
that in the runoff he will be elected. 

Local factional lines were obliter- 
ated by the annountement of Mr. 
Wright’s candidacy, many who have 
opposed him in the past being 
staunchly for him now. One of the 
most outspoken men in his behalf was 
Alex Harris, who-was chairman of- 
the seventh district delegation at 
the recent Macon convention. An- 
other strong supporter is Senator- 
elect John Camp Davis. 

Although the campaign is to be a 
hrief one, Mr. Wright plans to make 
it strenuous. He is a veteran cam- 
paigner and will make speeches in 
all sections of the state in order that 
he may thoroughly revive his wide 
acquaintance gained through years of 
service in the state legislature.

In northern Ontario, 5,000 persons 
have been rendered homeless, an un- 
dertermined number are feared to 
have perished, three towns have been 
wiped out and at least four others 
partially destroyed: Tentative  esti- 
mates of the property loss amounts 
to millions. With no prospects of rain 
held out, it is said the forrest fires 
will have to burn themselves out. 

In northern Minnesota, in an area 
of about 100 square miles over one 
hundred fires having been reported. 
While it is thought no lives have been 
lost in that state, several towns have 
been reported destroyed and others 
damaged. 

*Because of the danger of fires, 
(iovernor Baxter, of Maine, has or- 
dered the hunting season closed and 
persons are prohibited from carrying 
fireams into the woods. |

6,000,000 Gallons ~ 
Of Gasoline .Wasted 
Monthly, Survey Says 


Enough gasoline is. being wasted 
annually in the United States, through 
preventable evaporation in  stoyhge 
tanks, to run an automobile 1,440,- 
000,000 miles, the equivalent of more 
than seven round trips between the 
earth and the sun, according to an 
extensive survey on conservation 
made by engineers of Johns-Manville, 
Ine., and the United States bureau 
of mines, made, public here Thursday 
by Cannon Forbes, manager of the 
company’s Atlanta branch. 

The excessive losses by evaporation 
of the more volatile gasolines stored 
in uninsulated tanks were demon- 
strated, it was said.‘ by a series of 
special tests on casinghead gasoline 
conducted at Bigheart ‘and Drum- 
right, Okla. The tests proved that 
the greater part of these losses are 
preventable through the use of gsuit- 
able insulation. 

Tt was further computed that the 
775 wninsulated storage tanks in the 
Jnited States holding gasoline and 
erude oil, each with a capacity of 
55,000 barrels, are losing by evapora- 
tion more than 6.000.000 gallons of 
gasoline per month, and that these 
losses are largely controllable by ap- 
plication of Proper insulation.

Born in Kentucky. 

Judge Pendleton was born in 1844 
in Hopkinsville, Ky., where he spent 
the greater part of his boynood. He 
entered the confederate army at the 
age of 16, and served under General 
Forrest as a member of his famous 
cavalry troop. 

He campaigned for several months, 
and was captured during the battle of 
Chickamauga. He was taken to Fort 
Delaware, where he remained until 
the end of the war. 

After the war Judge Pendleton en- 
tered Bethel college, in Kentucky, 
but finished his education at Wash- 
ington ‘and Lee, receiving a diploma 
signed by General Lee. 

In 1869 he moved to Atlanta where 
he began the practice of law, in what 
was then a rambling village a fol- 
lowing year he married Ella 
Bowie, of Westmoreland, Ya: 

The first public office he held was 
that of recorder, and prior to being 
elected judge of the superior court 18 
years ago he served as city attorney. 

Although he resigned on account 
of failing health attendant upon his 
78 yéars, his physical. condition was 
not considered unduly serious until his 
wife died two weeks ago. Members 
of the family said the judge lost all 
hope after the death of Mrs. Pendle- 
ton, and never regained courage. 


Prominent Baptist. 


Judge Peadieton, a prominent Bap- 
tist, was, for years a member of 
the Second Baptist church, trans- 
fering his membership a few years ago 
to the Ponce de Leon Baptist church. 
He served as deacon in both church- 
es. He took keen interest in church 
affairs, and for several years taught 
a Bible class. 

Judge Pendleton throughout his ca- 
reer as a jurist, meted out justice 
without hesitancy. He was an au- 
thority on law’ _ in his delibera- 
tions on the bench refused to allow 
technicalities to cloud an issue. 

Judge Pendleton is survived by one 
daughter, Mrs, Edwin Stewart, 777

The fact that this was possible is 
to be laid at the door of the constitu- 
tion of the empire.

In what 
follows I do not refer to my relation- 
ship to-Herr von Bethmann, but, quite 
impersonally, to the difficulties in the 
relationship of the German emperor to 
the imperial chancellor, which 
caused by the imperial constitution.

1. According to the. constitu- 
tion of the empire, the chancellor 
is the direetor and representa- 
tive of the foreign policy of the 
empire, for which he assumes ful]

4. The chancellor may act pur- 
suant te such action by the em- 
peror, and may make it the basis 
of his decisions, whenever he is 
in agreement with the emperor’s 
polut of view. Otherwise he is 
supposed “to maintain his own 
point of view and carry it out 
(Kruger dispatch). . 

So. According to the constitu- 
tion, the emperor has no mean*. 
of compelling the chancellor 
the foreign office to aceept hie 
views. He cannot cause the chan- 
eellur to adept a policy for which 
the latter feels that he cannot 
assume responsibility.. Shouid the 
emperor stick to his yiew, the 
chancellor can offer his resigna- 
tion or demand that he be re 
lieved of his post. 

6. On the other hand; the 
emperor has no constitutional 
means. of hindering the chancel- 
lor or the foreign office from car- 
rying out a ‘policy which he 
thinks doubtful or mistaken. All 
he can do, if the chancellor 
insists, is to make a change in 
the chancellorship. 


7. Every change of chancellors, 
however, is a serious matter, 
deeply affecting the life of the 
nation, and hence, at a time of 
political complications and hig’ 
tension, an extremely serious 
step, an ultima ratio (last re- 
sort) which is all the more dar- 
ing in that the number of mep 
qualified to fill this abnormally 
different post is very small.

The unveiling festivities were well 
arranged and very magnificent. The 
big, round space in front of Bucking- 
ham palace was surrounded by grand- 
stands, which were filled to over- 
flowing by invited guests. Im front 
of them were files of soldiers of all 
arms and all regiments of the Brit- 
ish army, in full parade uniform, the 
eavalry and artillery being on foot. 
Al. the banners of the troops were 
arrayed at the foot of the statue. 

The royal family, with their guests 
and their suites, was grouped around 
the statue. King George made a dedi- 
eation speech which bad a good effect, 
in which he made mention also of the 
German imperial couple. 

Then, amid salutes and greetings, 
the statue was unveiled; the queen, in 
marble, seated upon a throne, became 
visible, surmounted by a golden figure 
of victory. It was an impressive mo- 
ment. Afterward the troops marched 
past, the guards in the van, then the 
highlanders—who, with their gaily 
colored, becoming costumes, gave an

Total enrollment of last 
year was 2.677, and the total enroll- 
ment of this year is 3.055.

| Director Talks. 


| “Our deportment cases due to ou! 
| laws apparently do not receive the at- 


tention in Europe that we give them 
here,” according to Miss Elizabeth 
Clark, who for nearly a year has been 
closely in touch with migrating co1- 
ditions in central Eurcse. *'Individua! 
cases have .wsi given rise to any pro- 
nounced feeling of resentment abroad.” 
says Miss Clark, director of the na- 
‘tional Y. W. C. A. immigfation serv- 
ice with headquarters in London. 

“Nowhere did I encounter any bit- 
terness concerning the workings of 
ur Dillingham act,” savy# Miss Clark. 
Nowhere was I made to feel uncom 

fortable bectuse of it. Europe is ver 
philosophical. Compared to a whol 
nation suffering, individual cases are 
nothing. Against the hunger and hard- 
ships in Europe today, the mere fac! 
that someone has tried to get to 
| America and couldn't fails to stand 
out. There was only the feeling of 
regret that some other agreemenc 
|. could not be arrived at.” 

Since sailing from New York last 
i spring, Miss Clark as director of the 
| Y¥. W. C. A. immigration service, wit! 
headquarters in. London, has travele:! 
extensively in England, Furope am 
investigating eondi- 
tions and extending the scope of th: 
work. Official as well as public onin- 
ion is being brought to bear upon the 
acute distress and dangers affecting 
women and girls in transit. Due te 
government action, particularly in the 
‘countries of central Europe, condi- 
tions are improving, she says. g 

“Ellis Island should begin to fee! 
in the comparatively near future the 
gradual effect of the new laws whici: 
central European governments are 
now at work formulating for the pro- 
' tection of their migrating people.” 
continues Miss Clark. “Provision is 
being made to insure redress from un- 
scrupulous steamship agents who in- 
duce them to embark for America 
when there is no chance at entry 
here. Efforts are also being made tv 
gain some assurance of reaching the 
country for which they start before 
they dispose of their worldly belong- 
ings and uproot their lives in a vain 
attempt to begin life anew elsewhere. 

“Thanks to these newly inaugurat- 
ed laws affecting the situation here ax 
well as in Europe, machinery is get- 
ting into motion to better the situa- 
tion.” Miss Clark added that the 
association's international reports of 
actual conditions based on the Y. W. 
C. A. immigration work in 18 coun 
tries have proven of great value to 
governmental officials, bringing te 
their attention first-hand and un- 
biased information. 

“Around the Globe Safely” might 
well be the slogan under which girls 
sail from ports of AusStralia, New 
Zealand, Quebec and South America. 
These are only a few of the coun- 
tries in which the immigration 
service affords young, unprotected 
girls and women the same personal as- 
sistance given by their representatives 
at Ellis Island. 

Miss Clark, who will now make her 
headquarters at the national board 
of the Young Women’s Christian as 
sociation, is from Springfield, Mass

GlandOperations 
To Be Improved, 
Says Originator

Paris, October 5.—Greater  suc- 
cesses in the field of life-giving gland 
operations are predicted by Dr. Serge 
Voronoff, who developed the famous 
monkey-gland grafting process and has 


apes and chimpanzees _ posgessing 
glands more closely resembling those 
of mankind than any that have here- 
tofore been experimented with. 

The famous surgeon made this dis- 
closure after he had been suddenly 
refused permission to speak and ex- 
hibit living testimonials and motion 
picture examples of his ‘work before 
the international congress of surgery 
here Thursday. 

Surgeons Disappointed. 


The sudden action of the president 
ef the conference in barring Dr. Yor- 
onotf created a sensation among the 
many surgeons who had looked for- 
ward in anticipation to Dr. Voronoff’s 
explanation of his methods of. restor- 
ing aged persons to youthful vigor. 
They greeted the _ president’s — an- 
nouncement with hisses and booing. 
The explanation given was that Dr. 
Voronoff had _ violated professional 
ethics by giving advance information 
to the press. The famous surgeon 
said professional jealousy was re- 
sponsible. 

Dr. Voronoff had two of his pa- 
tients on hand. One of them Arthur 
Evelyn Liardet, of London, is growing 
a new head of hair at the age of sev- 
enty-six. He is, according to Dr. Voro- 
noff, “vigorous and robust with an 
expression of energy characteristic 
of the Anglo-Saxon race.” The patient 
did not appear to be over 0 years 
old. 

To Prolong Life. 


Dr. Voronoff says he has not yet 
noted the disappearance of the ef- 
fects of his operations on any of the 
patients, but if such signs do appear, 
a new operation can always be per- 
formed. 

“My animal operations show that 
the graft is always subject to renewal 
thereby obtaining successive rejuve- 
nations,” be said. . 

Experiments on rams prove that 
life can be prolonged by grafting, Dr. 
Voronoff continued, “and since there 
is hope of prolonging human life, the 
operation is therefore legitimate.” 

The ‘difficulty of procuring human 
glands'for grafting makes it necessary 
to rely on the giands of monkeys and 
related animals. Dr. Voronoff spurned 
the theory that glands of other ani- 
mals might be used. The operation, he 
said, is simple and not at all danger- 
ous.
